A disastrous outbreak of tire 
at a block of buildings in Abver- 
deen carly this morning gutted 
three houses, exch oof two 
storeys.

The distance ta he covered by 
the Fire Brigade allowed the fire 
to ussume serious dimensions be- 
tore any serious eifort could be 
made to quell the raging Names, 
On the arrival of the appliances 
from the Central Station, the pre- 
mises were well. ablaze, and a 
diMcult task thus faced the fire- 
fighters, The outbreak had its 
origin at 22, Main Street and, by 
reason of the strong wind blowing, 
it quickly spread. 


Other Houses Involved, 


The appliances were instantly 
put into operation and « contin- 
tous stream of water wis poured 
into the premises, but such n hold 
had been secured by the flames 
that both adjoining houses soon 
became involved, and the outbreak 
threntened to assume an even 
more serious aspect.

Fortunately Uhe inmates of the 
houses involved had sufficient 
warning, although two people in 
their anxiety lo escape, on finding 
the houses well alight. jumped 
into the street from one of the 
floors.

The injured persons, Tong Yuk,

With the exception of these two, 
who made their leap immediately 
they became aware of the fire and 
before the Brigade had reached 
the scene, none of the occupants 
of uny of the houses wan cut off, 
and all made good their escape 
without any assistance.

PROBLEMS. 


The continued decline in the 
value of silver, accompanied by 
nu atendy rise in gold prices, is 
raising: fresh monetary and econo- 
mic problems, As present ten- 
dencies are having Ww serious effect 
on world trade, it is not to be won. 
dered at that oll manner of schemen 
have been .put forward for 
securing a readjustment of exist- 
ing conditions. Lord Bradbourne’s 
sugyestion for the remonctisation 
of silver is, we take. it, a plea for 
bimetallism. It gains strength 
from the fact that, apart from 
the effect on gold prices of the 
drop in’ silver, all indications 
point to an eventual shortage in 
gold supplies, This latter ques- 
tion has recently, been *investi- 
sated by a special committee ‘of 
the League of Nations, . whose 
interim report indigates the 
necessity of concerted — inter- 
“national action if a serious crisis 
is to be averted. 

Since Britain «returned to the 
gold standard five years ago, many 
criticiams have been uttered re- 
garding. the alleged inexpedicney.

The 
number of distressed families, he 
cluims, represent only 10 to 20 per 
cent. of the enleulated number of 
unemployed, He -adds that re- 
cuperation ig retarded by unwar- 
ranted fear and apprehension, and 
supports his bellef by declaring 
that unemployment relief commit- 
menta- covering -a period. . beyond 
the next six months are Unneces- 
nary. Nevertheless, -it is dificult 
to escape an impression that Pre- 
sident Hoover has been resourceful 
in the use. of materials for paint- 
ing his picture so remarkably free 
from ‘shadows.

Somo interesting particulars of 
‘the Street Boys’ Club are contained 
in the report of .the Inspector 
General of Potlce for 1929. 

The membership of the Club was 
27, and during the year two boys 
found employment, one na a car- 
penter’s apprentice at-the Wing 
LYiek Co.. and one a8 an asaistant 
cook at the Navah Yard. 

Nino boyr were employed a8 
messengers and eleven tn aelling 
goods in the streets, being given 
free hawkers’ Ifcences for that 
purpose. Seven’ boyd were at the 
St. Louis Industrial School, 

The boys employed as mensengers 
nre encouraged to save $2 0 month 
from their pay. Other boys save 
at the rate of fiye centa a day or 
more a4 thelr funds permit, ‘They 
saved $833-during the year. 

The funds of the Club on Decem- 
ber Bist amounted to $3,026.80. 

Thanks to the enterprise of Mra. 
Southorn, a school was atarted at 
the Club for English and Chincse 
Classes three nighta a week, one 
hour Chinese and one hour English, 
The average attendance nt each 
Chinese and English Class was 16 
and 17 boys respectively.

OVER TWO HUNDRED CALLS. 
LAST YEAR. 


‘FOURTEEN LIVES LOST. 


It is revenled in the annual 
report of the Fire Brigidde that 
the cost of the Brigade in 1929 
waa $232,826.21, compared with 
$197,222.37 in the previous year 
und $190,350.27 In 1927. Special 
expenditure amounting to $46,- 
940.28 fa Included. . : 

The total strength of the staff 
wua 281, all sut-11 of whom were 
Chinese. During the year 39 
Chinese members" restgned, 10 
Twere diamiased and 20 abseonded, 
66 recruita were. enrofled and 
trained as firemen and onsacd out 
of the drill elisa into the Brigade 
while 18 men were engaged and 
nppointed to fll vacancies in other 
ranks of the Department, 

Resulting from the number of 
collisions with motor fire appli- 
anced the question was considered 
during the year of trying White 
Russian drivers. Three auch 
drivers Were engaged in) June, 
1929, and so far the experiment 
has proved satisfactory, 

The number of calla received dur- 
ing the year totalled 237, Actual 
‘ flroa 182, chimney fires 14, collapsea 
6 and false alarms 36. Compared 
with the previous year there fa an 
inerease of 26 calls. 

There were 10 #erious flres, 

Fourteen persons lost thefr: dives 
or received such injuries that they 
xubsequently succumbed, Nine per. 
sons recelved minor injuries from 
which they recovered. Twelve pers 
sons were rescued by means of the

BARONET. 


DID NOT KNOW WOMAN 
WAS MARRIED. 


A plot by n man and his” wife 
to extch si 74-year-old baronet in 
& compromising position in the 
flat which he provided for the 
woman was described in the 
Divorce Court recently. 


An applention, said to be with- 
out precedent, waa made in a suit 
in which Mr. Henry Gladwin 
Grayson, an estated agent of: 
Marlborough-place, St. John’s 
Wood, N.W., obtuined a decree 
nist with costs and £600 damages 
on November 16 last on the ground 
of adultery between his wife and 
Sir Guy Sebright. 

The case was not defended, but 
later the King’s Proctor  infer- 
vened, with the result that the 
Aeeree wax rescinded. The ques- 
tions of the payment out to Sir 
Guy of the damages and the King’s 
Proctor's costa arose. 


The Disappearing Husband. 


Mr. W. N. Stable, for the King’s 
Proctor, contended that this was 
a case where the King's Proctor 
ought to be piid hit’ costa as a 
condition of Sir Guy recovering 
the £600. “The wife had been the 
mistress for some time of the co- 
respondent, who did not know: ap- 
parently that Mrs, Grayson waa a 
married Woman. A flat was pro- 
vided by the co-respondent for the 
wife, where the husband also 
resided, ‘nd the husband, when it 
was suspected that the  co-res- 
pondent would call, would con- 
veniently disappear. 


Apparently, said Max. Stable, the 
Renerosity of Sir Guy -had_ its 
Nmits, but these two people, think- 
Ing they could get more money out 
of him, staged a surpriae visit 
when the wife would be caught 
Yagrante delicto with Sir Guy. 
Then the husband filed a divorce 
petition, claiming £3,000 damages, 
‘but only recovered £500.

This was one of the findings of 
the Caurt of Inquiry, appointed on 
the application of the Board . of 
Trade os the reault of the loss on 
the Cornish const of the yacht Is- 
lander, in-which Commodore H. D. 
King, M.P.. and five’ companions 
were drowned. At the inquest, the 
jury, in a rider, sald there was 
laxity in const watching. ; 

The possibility of a further in- 
quiry wan mentioned when the 
findings of the court were announc- 
ed, 

The Commiastoner (Mr. E. A. 
Digby, K.C.) announced the find- 
{ngs of the court which are here 
summarised: : 

Had the Lantivet hut been man- 
ned the alarm = would have reached 
the constguardsa shortly after 8.30, 
nearly an hour would have _ been 
saved, and the chances of success 
would have been greatly increased. 

Three of the weather reports 
sent from stations to Looe were 
inaccurate. Air Ministry records 
showed that at 6 p.m. the wind ex- 
ceaded that at which a bad weather 
watch should have been set. Ne 
such watch was sect at any station 
in the Looe district until 7. 

The system of manning alterna- 
tive stations was introduced by 
District OMicer Smith without the 
approval of his inspector.

Fearing oligarchy and iown rile, 
the Kerr Committee advocate en- 
franchising 100,000,000 villacors, to 
be divided into groups of 20, cach 
group electing orally in’ their 
villages one mukht or mouthpiece, 
The 6,000,000 voting qpokesmen 
would form the electoral colleses fur 
the filiterate electors, and = their 
vandidutes for Parliament would be 
confincd to — elected mukhis, 
Electoral registrars would superin- 
tend in groups of districts, and the 
Hterate electors would continue to 
vote directly by ballot aa now. 

The Committee say; "We have 
put this question of the franchise 
in the forefront because we belleve 
it to be fundamental, In our jude 
ment, there can be no successful 
advance In responsible zovernment 
unloss it can be arranged for all in- 
terests in the country to be sepre- 
sented [In rensonable and vixtiant 
electorates, capable of exercising a 
real freedom of choice upon a dis- 
crimination between policies rather 
than o preference for individuals.” 


The Women’s Vote. 


On the subject of women’s fran- 
chise {In India the Kerr Committee 
say: “The Commission propose, if 
we have understood them aright, to 
increase the number of women 
voters from 268,000 to 6,509,000 
atraight away, and to some 13,0°0,- 
000 within the next fifteen years,

“We observe that the transfer of 
the police to the administration of 
Ministers reaponsible to the Logis- 
lature fn opposed not only by of- 
ficints but nlso by large bodies of 
non-official Indian opinion. The 
Indian Central Committee recom- 
mended that it should continue to 
bea reserved subject in Bengal. 
Since the Commission left Indin, 
the importance of maintaining the 
moral of the police force hns been 
made manifest: for all the world to 
seo. If in the face of the preaont 
troubles the loyalty and diucipline 
of the police force are undermined, 
the consequences mtst be of the 
vravest kind. 

“We admit all that.the Commis- 
afon urge regarding-the strong ob- 
jections to reserving the police, If 
all other provineiul aubjects are 
transferred to Ministers, out the 
welfare of the country {4 rore ina 
portant than any polltical device, 
and {fn our view tho Nrst essential 
ja that the police should be assured 
of firm support and fair trentmont 
by the Executive Government 20 
Jong as they continue to do their 
duty. Whatever changes may come 
now, Great Rritafn must for inany 
years be, in fuct, witimately respon- 
¢thle for maintalning authority in 
India, and authority cannot be main. 
tained without a loyal and efficient 
police force. 

“The Cormmiralon’s scheme does 
not seem to us to offer sufficient 
safexuardy. for the proper ad- 
ministration of the police by Mints. 
ters responsible to a Leginlative 
cent, of the population, 

“Some of us believe that in view 
of the present troubles the risks of 
transfer are too great to' be over- 
come, and thnt for the present, in 
spite of the drawbacks to that 
naneea, tha notien should continue 
to be reserved to some form of of- 
lula autumuatradea outside, the 
control of the Legisintive Council. 
The majority of us, however, feel

The 2nd OMecer was 
killed, and the Int Officer was wound- 
ed, one Indian guard was killed and 
one wounded, nine passcngera were 
known to havo been killed by bullet 
wounds and twenty-three of the crew 
and pnasengers were wounded Two 
of the pirates were arrested, charged 
with pirney and murder and sentenced 
to denth. Three others have — been 
banished for life. It {a believed that 
none of the pirates, who numbered 
about fourteen, escaped; five or Bix 
were killer! by the defenders nnd 
others Jumped overboard.
